Houston, Mo., October 14,—Barney Par. 
sons, a farmer, his wife and three cail- 
dren, were murdered Friday near Lick- 
inton, Mo. <A farmer named Hamilton 
has been arrested charged with the mur- 
der, and is said to have confessed. 

Parsons had sold his farm and crops 
to Hamilton, ahd it is alleged that the 
men quarreled over the terms of the 
sale. Parsons and family-sat out from 
their former home in a covered wagon, 
bound for northern Missouri. The body 
ef Parsons was found snot to death, and 
the mother and three children had been 
clubbed. to death. 

Alleged Murderer Confesses. 

Joda Hamilton, the alleged murderer, 
is in the Houston jail, strongly guarded 
to prevent lynching. He ig said to have 
made a complete confession, of which the 
following is a summary: 

At a timber-bordered place jn the road, 
fis ‘Parsons and his family were driving 
along, they were confronted by HMamil- 
ton, armed with a shotgun. Deliberately 
aiming at Parsons, Hamilton discharged 
botn barreis--of the gun~and © Parsofis 
fell to the ground. Hamilton then ad- 
vanced upon him and clt&bbed him over 
the head@ with the butt of thé gun sev- 
eral times. He then beat the head of the 
mother almost to a pulp, and after kill- 
ing her clubbed the three children to 
death. 

Corpses Dumped Into Creek. 

Tne bodies of all five were then loaded 

into a wagon and taken to Big Piney 


«reok, about one mile distant from the | 


ecene of the murder, and dumped into 
the creek. The body of one of the chil- 
dren has not yet been found. A party of 
fishermen from Houston discovered the 
bodies of two of the children Saturday 
@bout noon. « A further.search brought 
to light the bodies of both parents, and 
word was sent to Houston. 

Shdrtly after the news aad been receiv- 
ed there, Hamilton trode into town on a 
mule that was recognized,as one that 
belonged to Parsons. He was arrested 
and locked up in fail. 

Parsons, who came to Texas county 
two years ago from the worthern part of 
Missouri, was quiet, industrious farm- 
er ,and never had trouble of any sort. 
iHamiJton has also been favorably Known. 
the entire county. 

Tae murdered children were aged I}, 
4 and |! year. Twenty deputy sheriffs 
guarded the prisoner in the county fail, 
ibut following threats of lynching the 
sheriff hurried the prisoner away to a 
safe place i nthe Ozark mountains. Ham. 
ilton is only twenty years old.

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AFTER SUFFERING HOURS 
FROM FRIGHTFUL BURNS 
MRS. W. H. LONG EXPIRES 


Her Clothing Caught Fire in 
lhe Affernoon, but She 
Lingered Until Hight, 


WAS ALONE AT TIME 
SHE RECEIVED INJURIES 


Relatives Think She Went to the 
Mantel to Get Something, Her 
Clothes Catching From the 
Open Grate—She Was 
81 Years Old. 


As the result. of terrible burns receive 
vesterday afternoon about.3. o’clock at 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. Sarah 
Taylor, 45! North Jackson street, Mre. 
W. H. Long died at 9 o’clock last night, 
the efforts of four physicians to have 
her life proving fruitless. 

Mrs. Long, who was 8! years old, was 
very feeble being paralyzed in one arm, 
and was put to bed shortly before 3 
o'clock {yesterday afternoon wy her 
daughter, who, as soon as her mother 
was comfortable, went to the lower floor 
of the house. Mrs. Taylor was in a 
room with her daughter, Frank Taylor, 
when she heard a piercing scream, but 
thinking it was laughter from a neigh- 
bcring house, paid no attention. An- 
other scream brought her to the realiza- 
tion that something was wrong, and she 
rushed to -her..mother’s room. upstairs. in 
t'me to see Mrs. Long enveloped in 
fiamesg from head fo fort. « 

Mrs, Taylor called for help, and with 
others who’ came to her assistance, suc- 
ceeded in extinguisning the flames oniy 
after Mrs. Long was fearfully burned. 
Mrs. Taylor was in a pitiable condition, 
being burned on ail parts of her hody; 
her paralyzed arm was frightfully burn- 
ed, as were both her. hands, her limbe 
and a@imost all her haz. 

Four physicians were called in, but 
Mrs. Long’s injuries were beyond medi- 
cal attention, and after lingering for six 
hours she passed a way a few minutes 
before 9 o'clock last night. 

It will never be definiiely known how 
Mrs. Loog’s night clothing came: to be 
on fire, but as she was out of her bed 
when her daughter rushed into the room: 
it is supposed that she arose and went 
ty the mantel for something, and that 
her clothing became ignited from the fire 
in the grate. 

This theory is borne out by the fact 
that she “es out of her bed, and the 
bedclothes “were mot touched by the 
flames. , 

Mrs. Long was a member of .a.prom- 
irent south Georgia family.

WHITE JOKED AT LEE 
AND THE LATTER FIRED 


White Was in Hammock, and When 
He Told Lee Not to Pull Him 
Out, Lee Immediately 
Drew His Pistol 
and Fired. 


Jonesboro, Ga.,,October |4.-—-(Special.)— 
Will C. White, day telegraph operator of 
the Central railroad at this place, was 
fatally shot tonight at 9:15 o'clock in the 
telegraph office by Will B. Lee, a young 
man about 20 years old. 

White was in the telegraph office lying 
in a hammock and Lee waiked into his 
office and tried to pull. him out, and 
White, jokingly, told him ta get away 
and. let him.alone. Lee walked to. the 
office door and, shielding himself from 
White, jokingly, toila nim to get away 
pistol and fired, the bullet striking White 
in the left arm just above the wrist, then 
into the abdomen, passing out of the 
body near the spine. 

White and Lee had always been on good 
terms, and no cause is known why he 
should have attacked the operator. 

White is a young man about 25 years 
old, and has held the position of operator 
at Jonesboro for about eighteen months. 
He is heid in the highest esteem by the 
railroad, and is one of the town’s most 
popular young men. 

He is a mempber_of one of Henry coun- 
ty’s most prominent families, and is a 
nephew of Hon. Henry Masters, of Clay- 
ton county. 

Lee is a member of a prominent family 
of the county. Immediately after the 
shooting he left in a buggy and at this 


locate him. - He is of medium height 
and weighs about 150 pounds. . Physi- 
clans are at the bed#ide of Mr. White 
and pronounce his wounds very serious 
and think that he has but slight chances 
to recover. 


White Brought to Atlanta. 

Mr. White was brought to Atlanta on 
a special train as s0Oon as steam could 
be gotten up and he was placed in the 
Grady hospital, though physicians are of 
the opinion that he cannot lve. 

After shooting White, Lee hung around 
town and threatened to shoot him again 
and also threatened a negro porter'at the 
depot. Officers are now endeavoring to 
follow and capture him. 

It appeared that Lee was in a drunken, 
desperate condition and committed the 
deed without provocation,

Decidiag 
Game in First Iwo Inn- 
ings, Winning Word's 
Championship. 


BROWN WAS BATTED. HERD 
BY THE HITLESS WONDERS 
WO MADE FOURTEEN HITS 


Charles Murphy, President of the 
Losing Club, Made Speech After 
the Game Was Over, Prais- 
ing the Victors for Their 
Splendid Work. 


Chicago, October 14.—The Chicago club 
of the American Baseball] League is the 
champion of the world. By winning to- 
day’s game, 8 to 3, against the local club 
of the National League, the Americans 
earned the right to float the world’s 
champion pennant as well as the pennant 
of the American League, to ride to the 
grounds next season in carriages and to 
have ‘‘World’s Champions’ lettered on 
the blankets worn by their horses. To- 
day’s game was the sixth of the series 
and the fourth victory for the Ameri- 
cans. 

When the last National batsman had 
gone out and the stunning fact that new 
champfons had been freshly created 
burned its impress upon thousands of ¢x- 
cited minds, a crowd surged around the 
box wherein sat Charles W. Murphy. 
president of the losing club. He smiled 
gamely at requests for a speech, and 
sald: 

“The best team won. They won Dde- 
Cause they played the better ball.. Jones 
-ana~the team which, by unprecdented 
pluck, climbed in midseason ffom seventh 
place to the top of their own league and 
then topped off the great accomplish- 
ment by winning the world’s champion- 
ship from the team that made a runaway 
race of the National League contest. I! 
call for three cheers for Comiskey and 
his great team.” 


Cheers Followed His Speech. 

Cheer after cheer followed this speech, 
but they were lost to the hearing of most 
of the crowd which was busily cheering 
Other things—the individual players, the 
players collectively, and thumping said 
players on the backs with such enthdsi- 
asm that every one of them had to fight 
a way out to the waiting carriages. And 
cheers for the losers were not lacking. 
They had lost the greatest distinction 
which baseball offers to its votaries, but 
are still a great team. 

Comisky’s rotund, rosy face, was 
wreathed In smiles long before the game 
was over, for the Americans put the 
victory in storage in the first two innings. 

That the victory was a fairly earned 
one is shown not only by the facts that 
the Americans won four out of six games, 
incidentally making it unnecessary te 
Play the seventh, but by the hits and 
runs. The Americans all-told made 22 
runs, compared with 18 by the Nationals. 
They made 39 base hits, as against 37 
for the Nationals. The Nationals made 
but five errors, compared with fourteen 
by the Americans. The latter also made 
the greater number. of extra base hits, 
but the ground rules made nearly all of 
them good for only two bases, 

Credit Due to Pitchers. 

Among the expert critics of baseball, ft 
is generally admitted that to the Amer- 
ican pitchers most of the credit is due. 
This despite the fact that the American 
pitchers have but twenty-six strike-outs 
to their credit against thirty-five for the 
Nationals. The Americans gave 19 bases 
on balls, against 8 by the Nationais, 

Notwithstanding this the Americans 
pitchers were effective when hits meant 
runs, particularily against such men as 
Chance, Schulte, Steinfeldt and Kling. 
These men, all consistent .300 hitters, 
were all but helpless during most of the 
series. On the other hand, the Amer 
leans popularly called the “hitless wore 
ders.” batted moré strongly than their 
opponents, who, during the season, had 
done the heaviest batting in the National 
League. 

In stealing bases, the Nationals had 6 
shade over the Americans. Catchers Kling 
and Sullivan, who caught the entire

As a territory she 
has no bonds and ag a state she will 
have more _than sufficient money on 
hand to pay the territorial warrants is- 
sued during the organization which will 
be outstanding. Warrants will probably; 
reach half a million; but to offset them 
will be about $778,102 in the treasury to 
pay them when due, | 

The new state will also receive $5,000,- 
000 from the federal .government for 
the school fund from lands already sold, 
in addition to the many thousands of 
acres of school land recently set apart 
in settlement of the Ifdian lands. 

The bonded indebtedness of Oklahoma 
Territory was wiped out three years ago 
during the administration of Governor 
T. B. Ferguson. In-addition to wiping 
out this indebtedness, Territorial Treas- 
urer Rambo has been able to material- 
ly cut down the warrant indebtedness, 
ang every territorial institution, except 
tehe Northwestern Normal, at Alva, has 
been paid for.

A chapel is needed capable of seat- 
ing 1,500 people; a dormitory fs need- 
ed that will accommodate 200 stu- 
dents; a hospital and a Y. M. C.:A. 
building are needed. 

But the vital and specia] need at 
this time is more land for campus 
purposes. 

The school is at its flood-tide, With 
proper assistance the attendance. .can 
be increased in the near future to 
1,000 students. Other states are great- 
ly enlarging the plants of: their engi- 
neering institutions. Georgia must do 
the same for her great school. 

The legislature at its last session 
appropriated money with which to buy 
the ball park adjoining the grounds 
of the school. This added four acres 
to the campus. President Matheson 
has an option at $8,000 on three acres 
more. The option will expire on Jan- 
uary 1, 1907. Should the necessary 
amount not be raised by that date it 
is probable that the option can never 
be secured again except at a greatly 
increased price. 

The institution, from a_ strictly 
commercial standpoint, means not only 
a great deal to the state, which sup- 
ports it, but to Atlanta as well. There 
are annually enrolled about 100 young 
men from Fulton county. The school 
and its connections spends more than 
$100,000 in Atlanta during a term. 
Besides this it is bringing to the city 
great and growing prestige. The prog- 
ress of any educational institution is 
largely dependent upon the active 
tympathy and interest. of the citizens 
in the town of its locality. The state 
has done all it can at present and the 
suggestion is made— 

Will Atlanta give help? 

First and above all, more land is 
needed. We are informed that the 
other needs can be attended to ‘later, 
but the question of land is vital. 
Whether it is vital for building or 
open air exercise. purposes is imme- 
terial. As the school grows it must 
have land on which ‘to expand. 

The man who CAN is the man the 
world trusts. The converse of this’ 
proposition is true. The man who 
CANNOT is the shiftless wastrel who 
has no place in the scheme of things 
worth while. Training is the mast po- 
tent factor in the stability of man to 
do things. 

When young men are anxious to get 
their living by honest work and to de- 
velop natural aptitude for things 
technical, helping hands should be 
outstretched to them. A denial of this 
opportunity to even a few of them 
may change the current events in gen- 
erations to follow. Men who have 
experienced the handicap of lack of 
training, but by force of will, of sa- 
gacity, of thrift, have accwmulated 
competences should be the first to 
lighten the burden of younger genera- 
tions.

Our Foreign Commerce. 

For the first time in the history of 
the country our aggregate foreign 
trade in twelve consecutfve months 
has exceeded $3,000,000,000, reckoning 
from August 31. In round numbers 
the exports were $1,750,000,000, and 
the imports $1,250,000,000, so that the 
excess of the former, or the: balance 
of trade in our favor was $500,000,000, 
or equal to the total value of our for- 
eign trade ‘just a half century azo. 
The total foreign trade had, indeed, 
reached $3,000,000,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, if the exchanges 
with noncontiguous territory of the 
United States like Porto Rico and the 
Philippines be included, but, striétly 
speaking, our “dependencies” are not 
to be classed as foreign. 

From 1856 to 1890 our total annual 
foreign commerce grew from $500,000,- 
000 to $1,500,000,000, or trebled. in 
twenty-four years. By 1900 it passed 
the $2,000,000,000 line, and only six 
years later it has now added another 
$1,000,000,000, having thus within a 
half century multiplied. six times.

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The Fight on Bailey. 

With the Texas regular election but 
little more than two weeks removed, 
the opposition to Senator Joseph W. 
Bailey has shrunk into invisible pro- 
portions: That fact tells the import- 
ance the constituents of the briiliant 
Texan attach to the more or less gen- 
eral charges brought against him in 
connection with a too intimate rela- 
tionship with corporate influences— 
notably, Standard Oil. It is not to 
be doubted, moreover, that had the 
hard-headed voters of the Lone Star 
State taken any stock in the effort 
to pillory Bailey, they would not have 
let personal affection or past services 
stand in the way of setting him aside 
for another man. 

The basis of the indictment of 
Bailey, stripped of hysterical trim- 
mings, is out of all proportion to the 
gravity of the situation as it has been 
distorted by partisan or sensatienal 
fources. [It appears that H. Clay 
Pierce, a prominent financier of St. 
Louis, retainéd Senator Bailey to make 
certain legal investigations into exten- 
sive coal, iron and railway properties 
in Tennessee controlled by himself 
and his associates. Bailey had been 
a lawyer—of ability and high attain- 
ments—beforé entering the arena of 
politics. The task to which he was 
set by the Pierce interests was, in no 
sense, prejudicial to his official oath 
or to the integrity of his relations to 
the people of Texas or of the United 
States. .A round score of congress- 
men-lawyers have undertaken and 
completed similar assignments, and 
received pay—have made no attempt 
at concealment and been subject to 
no suspicion or criticism. 

It happened to be the evil fortune 
of Bailey, or rather the opportunity 
of the indiscriminate space-writer, 
that H. Clay Pierce was connected 
with Standard Oil. It made no dif- 
ference to the eager critics of the 
Texan that his retainer was not taint- 
ed with the barest suspicion of hav- 
ing originated in the offices of the 
oil monopoly. The coincidence of the 
names and associations was sufficient. 
Slander and scandal were let loose. 
The manner in which they have 
spread, as well as the manner in 
which they have been repudiated, is 
current history. 

Bailey’s services and his fidelity to 
his people and to the country at large 


are of too long ‘duration and of an | 


integrity too unimpeachable to give 
long life to any studied effort to im- 
pugn either. His is one of the open, 
flawless records envied by many 
statesmen and possessed by relatively 
If he has ever erred, it has been 
on the side of impetuosity in press ng 
his ‘earnest convictions—and the vot- 
ers of this enlightened day are apt 
to condone a fault of that nature. 
His work in connection with the rail- 
way rate bill and. the denatured alco- 
hol bill is of sufficiently recent date 
to bear eloquent testimony in his be- 
half. 

At any rate, the people of Texas 
are, in the last analysis, the compe- 
tent judge and jury. Keenly discrim- 
inating and naturally hostile to any 
man bearing the remotest indication 
of fealty to monopolistic interests, 
they have already virtually acquitted 
Bailey of the accusations put forward. 
Otherwise there would be by this 
time a candidate out against Bailey. 

The extent of his vindication wil] be 
Strikingly manifest when the Texas 
legislature elects Bailey’s successor. 
Meanwhile, it is weil for the profes- 
sional man with the muck-rake to re 
member Roosevelt's injunction, the 
substance of which is that to “brand 
an honest man as a thief is to gladden

For forty years they have in- 
creased in numbers beyond deaths 500 
a day! There are more than twenty 
thousand ship loads now and a new 
ship load every morning! No one wants 
them to go except a few doctrinaries. 
Any one trying to take them would be 
severely dealt with and thus have to 
quit the business. A worse evil would 
take their place. The writer once lived 
in a town run by foreigners, all of whose 
votes were in the pocket of a priest. 
The negro learns his religion and takes 
his ideas from his white neighbors. De- 
portation will not work, and it would be 
a disaster all around, if it would. 


II. Ignorance.

The method that makes the negroes in- 
telligent Christians, men and women gelf- 
respecting and seif-controlling, introduces 
hew difficulties of race contact. No one 
can tell just what will be the final. ad- 
justment of race relations; we are not 
obliged to .telj yet. The future can be 
trusted to do some things as well as we 
can. God will probably be alive a few 
generations more and men may be 
wiser and more Christian. Christianity 
demands that all people and races shall 
become intelligent and spiritual and the 
missionary idea of Christianity . is no 
other than an expression of that demand. 

The north has done much for the negro; 
but i¢ committed .the crime of trying to 
force him into a position for which he 
was not fit and could not be for genera- 
tions. The south has done much for the 
negro, but it committed, the erime of 
neglecting missionary work for and with 
him. The south allowed reconstruction 
to sour it and it lost its national sweet- 
ness to which the constitution is recall 
ing it.

Editor Constitution: I have been an 
interested reader of your editorials on 
the necessity for the settlement of the 
race problem, and I commend their spirit 
ard, on the whole indorse the suggestions 
they embody. Only minds that are 
hebitually indolent can allow the events 
of the last few months to pass out of 
memory without doing some careful 
thinking and reaching some satisfactory 
conclusions. : 

“The White Man’s Burden’ is upon 
the southern Christian and the nobie- 
minded citizen. I agree, and he has not 
berne it as he should, He is greatly 
remiss. But before discussing this let 
me candidly express a conviction which 
affects the whole problem in general. 

1 do not believe we will ever reach a 
setisfactory solution of the question until 
we have the repeal of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments. Thelr passage 
was an arbitrary political act giving 40 
artificial status to a race acknowledged 
to be inferior. ‘Instantaneous salva- 
tion,’ in the order of race development 
has no merits, whatever it may have 
eisewhere. Civilization must come ‘ot 
by legislation, but by natural growth an! 
evolution. So long as the negro is upon 
this artificial basis he will be in constant 
antagonism with the southern white 
man. Leaders of the colored race are 
measuring up to the requirements of cit- 
izenship, but for the mass it is impossi- 
bie, and will long remain 80. 

Not that we covld wish for slavery 
again. That is gone and would not be 
recalled.

FE igh an occurrences in Atianta, Ga., 
which have horrified readers of the daily 
press may well give us of the north a 
shock. We deserve it and we need it to 
awaken us to 4 realization of our re- 
sponsibilities to our brethren of the 
south.

“A hundred years ago scarcely any- 
thing had been accomplished in the ex- 
ploration of Bible lands.

Tablets bear- 
ing valuable inscriptions in the ancient 
cvnelform language of Assyria ~ and 
Babylonia lay scattered about in lonely 
ruins, moldering to dust,;and no one In 
alt the world was able to read them.

“The archaeological pioneer was. a 
young German named Grotefend, who, 
about the year 1802, studied out a key 
to thé ancient cuneiform language of 
Assyria, whose conclusions were thirty 
years later supported by the famous As- 
syriologist, Sir Henry Rawlinson.

Answer—The insects sent are not wee- 
vils at all, but a species of beetle that 
is attracted to and feeds on decaying 
vegetable matter, such as rotting bolls, 
figs, corn and many other things. The 
cotton bolis sent me are plainly affected 
by a fungus disease called anthrac- 
{nose of cotton. The insects have noth- 
ing to do with causing the rot, but seg? 
ply feed on the rotting bolls. It a 
quite prevaleny over the country, vr 
has been greatly aggravated by the wé 
weather. Some varieties of cotton are 
more affected than others.

PRESERVING PORK ON THE FARM. 

By request the following article from 
the weekly of January 23, 1905, is re- 


published: 

The old method of pickling meat in a 
strong saltpeter brine is still very gen- 
erally used by farniers in putting up 
their annwyal supply of meat. This 
method produces'a strong flavored ani 
rather dry and indigesttble product. Thera 
is a popular impression at saltpeter 
a very powerful pres€rvative and 
t salteqd meat will not keep without 
it. In fact, saltpeter is not a preserva- 
tive at all. It is a strong astringent, 
hardening the meat fibers, expelling the 
natural juices and decreasing the nutri- 
tious qualities of the meat. When taken 
into the human body in quantity, sali- 
peter acts as a powerful trritant to the 
mucus membranes of the stomach, bowels 
and kidneys. Death has been. caused bv 
large doses of this substance. The use 

* saltpeter upon meat is unnecessary 
and undesirable. A much better and 
safer substitute is cream of tartar—-pot- 
assium bitartrate.

preservatives sold under fancy and mis- 
leading names, at exhorbitant prices. 
These ‘“‘patent’’ meat preservatives and 
coloring matters are all iniurtous to 
health and should be let Severely alone. 

To make a good, mild and wholesome 
meat pickle, take the following mate- 
riajs, for each 100 pounds of meat: 

Common salt, 8 pounds: brown sugar, 
2 pounds; cream of tartar, 2 ounces; 
water, 4 gallons. 

Directions: First bofl the water 
fifteen minutes ‘and then. stir: in 
Salt, sugar and cream of tartar. 
hot until all dissolved. Let the 
cool before using. 

Pack the cut meat as 
sible in a clean barrel. Place tne large> 
Fleces at the bottom. No plece sho id 
measure over 6 by 2 inches. Pour on 
the cooled pickle and completely cover 
the meat. Cover the barrel tightly and 
set away in a cool, dark, dry place. The 
meat may remain in the pickle until 
wanted for use. If to be smoked, re- 
move from pickle afte- six* weeks and 
drain for a day or two before smoking 
To smoke use green hickory wood. Those 
who like a flavor may add a few chips 
o; sassafras or juniper berries.
